The food .drug and insecticide ad- 


ministration of the U. S. depart- 
ment of agriculture, which enforces 
the federal food and drugs act, has 
during the past six months effect- 
ed through the federal courts the 
seizure of over a quarter of a mil- 
lion pounds of poultry. These aetz- 
tres were based on a violation of 
that section of the act which pro- 
hibits the interstate shipment of 
any part of any animal which is 
unfit for food or the product of a 
diseased animal or one that has 
died otherwise than by slaughter. 
Among 
the diseases encountered 


were tuberculosis, 
malignant tu- 
mors, ulcers, coccidosis and other 
parastlc diseases, roup, 
enteritis, 


scptisemio, and other diseases to 
which poultry are susceptible. While 
it is true that some of these con- 
ditions will not be detected except 
on post mortem examination, there 
are in some Instances visible Indi- 
cations as to the state of health of 
poultry. Birds which show 
bad 
bruises, open sores, dry hides, off- 
color, extreme thinness and -water 
bags, or which have- symptoms of 
roup, chicken pox, colds or other 
diseased condition should be segre- 
gated until such time as further 
examination can be made, prefer- 
bly by a vetelnarlan or some one 
experienced in poultry disease. 
This department is cooperating: 


with the federal officials and in 
order that this campaign may be 
effective in protecting health of the 
public and the reputation of the 
industry involved all shippers or 
paaiters of poultry in this>. state 
are urged to use the most scropu- 
lous care In the selection of stock 
which is to be shipped In Interstate 
commerce or distributed 
locally. 


Frequent inspections will be made 
by Inspectors of this .department to 
see that all are complying with 
the terms of the federal act for 
poultry which Is to go into the in- 
terstate commerce and with the 
laws of his state for tha which is 
distributed locally. 
It is not believed that the poul- 
try dealers in this state are delib- 
erately violating the provisions of 
he federal act or the state laws than 
a warning, nevertheless its hould 
be pointed out that infractions of 
the law will necessitate summary 
action.

AN OLD SUPERSTITION. 


The purblindness of ob- 


servers of American affairs 
of a century ago is parallel- 
ed by the blurred vision of 
present-day critics who can 
see only one aspect of Amer- 
ica and that a distorted one. 


Two great developments 


were going on side by side in 
the United States a hundred 
years ago. Americans were 
felling forests, creating a 
merchant marine, building 
factories and extending com- 
merce. But they were also 
making great and important 
social changes which af- 
frightened 
the 
powerful 


caste aristocracies 
of Eu- 


rope. They were establish- 
ing the right of every man to 
vote, irrespective of whether 
he had a fortune or was pen- 
niless. They were proclaim- 
ing by the establishment of 
the public school system that 
education should no longer 
be a .vested class privilege. 
They were abolishing the 
old class terrorism of impris- 
oning poor debtors. In va- 
rious other ways they were 
eradicating an ancient trans- 
planted social order and 
building a new one. 


But this phase was not 


what most European critics 
of the time cared to relate 
or even to see. To describe, 
much less give credit, would 
have made them unpopular 
among the ruling classes of 
their own country. And so 
they concentrated attention 
upon what they termed the 
unbridled materialism and 
vulgar ostentation of Ameri- 
cans. 
They and their suc- 


cessors have kept the super- 
stition alive to this day.

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SENATOR BURTON OF 


OHIO DIED MONDAY 


• 
NIGHTJN CAPITAL 


' i. WASHINGTON. 
Oct. 29. -0V- 
v'*Ae national capital today mourn- 
,,'ed the death of one of its most lov- 
>d legislators. Senator Theodore E. 
Burton of Ohio. 


After a life devoted largely to 
public service 
and 
(he advance- 
ment of world peace. Senator Bur- 
'•ton died last night at the age of 77. 
A short while before his death. 
.President 
Hoover, 
himself, had 


C&lled to inquire as to his condi- 
,"tl«n. Messages of condolence and 
'hope for his recovery had been 
received from Prime Minister Ram- 
•ay MacDonald of Great Britain 
•nd Secretary Mellon of the treas- 
, Ury department as well as from 
-numerous members of the house 
and senate. 
Fulfilling the senator's own wish, 


burial will be at Cleveland. Mem- 
bers of congress, anxious to honor 
one whom they not only respected 
as a stntosman, but valued as 
n 


friend, will gather tomorrow in the 
senate chamber for public funeral 
services. The body will lie in state 
at the capitol throughout the day. 
Knew Death Near 


Senator Burton, fully realized he 


could not recover from the malady 
that gripped him several months 
ago and expressed desires which 
will be carried out in arrangements 
for the funeral. 
Among these, he 
requested that the funeral sermon 
he preached by Bishop William F. 
McDowell of the Methodist Episco- 
pal church, an old friend and that 
the Knights Templar conduct the 
service at his grave. 


The decision 
of 
Theodore E. 
Burton not to stand for reelection 
as a senator from Ohio In 
1814 
served to bring into national prom- 
inence Warren G. Harding, 
who 
was selected in hia stead as the re- 
publican senatorial nominee, was 
elected and six 
years 
later was 
elevated to the presidency. 
Went Back to House 


Burton had served one term as 


senator, having been chosen for 
thai office, after distinguished serv- 
ice in the house of representatives, 
by the Ohio legislature before the 
amendment providing for popular 
election of senators became effec- 
tive. He was one of the few men 
in American history to seek elec- 
tion, as he did in later years, to the 
house after service in the senate. 
It was in 1920 that Burton came 


out of political retirement to run 
again for congress in one of the 
Cleveland districts. 
At the time, 
Harding, 
who 
had reluctantly 


agreed six years previous to he a 
candidate for the senate despite a 
determination to 
remain out of 
politics after his defeat In 1910 as 
the republican gubernatorial nomi- 
nee, was making his successful bid 
for the presidency. 
As It turned out, Harding enter- 
ed the white 
house and Burton 
again became 
a member of the 


house where he had served eight 
terms, part of the time being one 
of Its most powerful leaders as 
chairman of the rivers and har- 
bors committee. 
Foreign Assignment* 


Aside from his more than a quar- 


ter century of service In congress, 
Burton had a consplclous part In 
the nation's international affairs. 
He held a number of important 
assignments on 
missions abroad, 


headed the American delegation to 
the 1925 Geneva arms traffic con- 
ference, and as a member of the 
American debt commission took an 
active part in the funding of the 
large wartime obligations due the 
United States. 


He was born nt Jefferson, Ohio, 
December 20, 1851, the son of the 
Rev. William and Elizabeth Bur- 
ton, 
and was christened Theodore 


Elijah. 
He attended Grinncl col- 


lege in Iowa for a while, was grad- 
uated at Oberlln college in 1872, 
and received 
a 
master's degree 
three years later. Subsequently he 
was given 
honorary 
degrees by 


Oberlin; Dartmouth; Ohio univers- 
ity; St. Johns, Maryland; and New 
York university. 


After leaching 
three years at 


Oberlin, he took up the practice of 
law in Cleveland. He never mar- 
ried. 
Oppose* "Pork Barrel" 


During Burton's first period of 


house service, his chairmanship of 


the rivers and harbors commltlee 
brought him his real national prom- 
inence. Demand for "pork barrel" 
legislation was at its height but he 
took a positive stand against such 
log-rolling measures, several times 
refusing to support proposals rec- 
ommended by army engineers for 
his own district because he did not 
consider the expenditures advis- 
able from a national viewpoint. 


Upon entering the senate, he con- 


tinued his 
interest in river and 
harbor development and in 1013 
conducted a famous one man fili- 
buster, holding the-floor for al- 
most 24 hours, 
and 
successfully 


forcing a compromise on a 
river 
and harbor appropriation. 
Burton was appointed by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt as chairman of the 
inland waterways commission in 
1907, 
and later headed the national 


waterways commission. 
For a number of years he was a. 


member of the executive commit- 
tee and executive council of the In- 
terparliamentary union and partici- 
pated In meetings at St. Louis, Lon- 
don, Paris, Geneva, The Hague, Vi- 
enna, Copenhagen and Berne. 
In 1908 he prccsntcd the name of 


William Howard Taft at the re- 
publican national convention and 
sixteen years later delivered 
the 


keynote speech at his party's na- 
tional convention at Cleveland. For 
a while there was a decided move- 
ment to select him as President 
Coolldge's running mate. 


Throughout his life, Burton was 


interested in the financial affairs 
of the nation and was offered, but 
declined, the secretaryship of 
the 
treasury under President Taft. For 
four years he was a member of 
the national 
Montetray commis- 


sion, and during the interval be- 
tween his senate term and his re- 
turn to the house, he was presi- 
dent of 
the 
Merchants National 
Bank in New York City for two 
years. 


In early life, Burton showed a de- 


cided taste fo.r books and as 
a 
shepherd 
boy frequently read a 
Latin, grammar as he watched the 
flock near his home In northeast- 
ern Ohio. In later years he became 
an author himself, three of his 
best known books being "Financial 


I Crises and Periods of Commercial 
'and Industrial 
Depression," the 


"Life of John Sherman," and "Cor- 
porations and the State." 


He studied law in the office of 


Lyman Trumbul), a Chicago attor- 
ney, who was a personal friend of 
Abraham Lincoln and In whose of- 


'ice William Jennings Bryan also 
;tudicd. Admitted to the bar 'In 
1873. he borrowed $150 and' began 
practice.
